Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have mich pleasure in presenting to you my Annual 
Report for the year ending 3lst December 1958, and I am pleased 
to report also that no cases of Infectious Diseases occurred on 
board any of the ships coming into this port. 


As in the previous years, a close watch has been kept 
on ships to determine the presence of rats but no evidence of rat 
infestation came to light. 


In general the standard of cleanliness of the shipping 
entering the port has been satisfactory, and it has not been 
necessary to take any action in regard to sanitary defects. 


The total net registered tonnage entering the port has 
risen this year from 50,654. in 1957 to 52,541 in the year under review. 
Whilst there has been a slight fall in the tonnage entering Exmouth 
Harbour (27,245 net registered tons) the shipping entering Exeter 
Basin has. risen slightly to 24,338 net registered tons, 


With regard to ships from foreign ports, there has been 
an incrense in the total net registered tonnage from 7,963 in 1957 
to 10,939 in 1958. The foreign shipping entering Exmouth Harbour has 
increased but the net registered tonnage entering Exeter basin has 
decreased slightly, as will be seen from Table C. 


I should like to take this opportunity of thanking the 
Chairman and members of the Exeter Port Health Authority for their 
continued help and support. I should also like to thank all members 
of the staff for their wholehearted co-operation shown to me during 
the year,

(b) Surveillance and follow up of contacts

(c) Cleansing and disinfection of ships, person and clothing

Disinfection of ships will, when necessary, be undertaken 
by the Port Health Inspector, the formaldehyde method being used. 
Disinfection of clothing or bedding my be carried out at the 
steam disinfector station of the Exmouth Urban District Council 
or Exeter City Council. 


Cleansing of verminous persons will be carried out by the 
Port Health Inspector on the ship itself ond his clothing, bedding 
etc,, removed to the steam disinfector station at Exmouth or Exeter, 
as appropriate, for steam disinfestation,. 


SECTION VIT - SMALLPOX
